plitna'or specifications, or be may, it he 
deems the public interest demands, visit 
tbe location of snob proposed works before 
approval of said plans or specifications; 
and no rights of any kind under this Aot 
shall ba obtained, 
when tbe proposed 


works, as in this section provided, bave 
not been approved by the State Eogineer. 


SBC. 17. Any person, association or 


oorpuration who ehall store any of the 
nnrplua waters of any of the streams of 
this Slate in any rcsarvoir, shall bave the 
right to turn snob stored water back into 
said stream for the purpose of conveying 
the same to the place where it is designed 
to be used, and to divert such wut«r, lean a 
proper allowance for losses by evaporation 
and seepage, at any point on said stream; 
orovided, that iu making each diversion no 
damage shall be done to the property of 
others; and provided, further, that at no 
time shall such an amount of such stored 
water be turned into such stream as will 
raise it above the ordinary high water 
mark.

18. All blank form required to b* 


furnished by the State Eogineer, aa pro- 
vided in this Act, shall be prepared and 
printed by the State Printing office at tbe 
expenst, of the State.
